OVERVIEW: On April 7, 2016 Officer Michael Mcllone #4249 and Sergeant Nathaniel Steger#4249 
Wsponded to a 911 call for service at 19 th and Shotwell regarding a man in a “mentally altered” state who was 
swinging a knife. They approached the suspect who would later he identified as Luis Gongora. Officer 
Mellonc gave commands to Mr. Gongora to put the knife down. Mr. Gongora began to comply with Officer 
Mellone’s commands. As they approached closer, Mr. Gongora then grabbed the knife. Officer Mcllone 
quickly shot Mr. Gongora four times with a ERIW. Mr. Gongora, who was in a sitting position, then stood up 
and began running towards Sergeant Steger with the knife still in hand. Sergeant Steger and Officer Mcllone 
then opened fire on Mr. Gongora with their firearms, striking him six times. Mr. Gongora expired from his 
gunshot wounds.

Mellone were required to receive training related to crisis intervention and effective field tactics.
